July 2020 Building Inspection Services Report 
For the month of July the Building Division of the Public Works & Development Department 

issued 43 permits, one for a new single family dwelling, and performed 201 inspections in 

Cottage Grove. In Creswell 12 permits were issued and 53 inspections were performed. In 

Veneta, 33 permits were issued, one for a new single family dwelling and 50 inspections were 

performed. In Cobourg 9 permits were issued and 22 inspections were performed. Staff reviewed 

and approved 21 plan sets in July and an additional 9 plan sets are in review or on hold for 

additional information. 

 

City Hall Parking Lot Repair 
Late this spring repairs to the storm drainage system for the City Hall parking lot were made 

leaving gravel patches in the parking lot. This week staff removed approximately 35% of the 

existing pavement that was failing in the parking lot and Western Asphalt installed new 

pavement. The repair project was paid by the Storm Drainage Reserve Fund.
